meee eee Greetings to our DX family and to my fellow Hollow State members 

in particular. I have been a Hollow-Stater since the winter of 1925/26 and still 
hit the dials almost daily. Lately, my DXing has been hampered by an AC hum pro- 
blem in the HQ180, my primary receiver. However, with the kind help of fellow 
NRC'ers JOHN SHEEHY, JACK WOODS and our editor DAVE SCHMIDT, I believe that my 
problem will be solved by replacing the electrolytic filter capacitor (the part 
is on order from Antique Electronic Supply). It seems to me that an enterprising 
technican could easily pick up a few extra pennies by offering a repair/recondit— 
ioning service for tube radios. In the meantime, I have been relying on a Collins 
R389/URR which only tunes to 1510khz, and my 1935 National "HRO" for reception 
beyond 1510khz. The R389/URR has 36 tubes and you can see the house lights dim 
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slightly when it is turned on! My electric bill has been up $800 for each of the 
past 2 months! I'm thankful for its service, nevertheless, because it has pro- 
duced some interesting catches. The DX TESTS from needed KWCK-1300 and unneeded 
WMAM-570 & WNTK-1020 were logged, WMAM was 1st verified on 8/28/47, sent a letter 
card and 2 coverage maps, while WNTK sent a letter, map and card. KWCK is still 
to be heard from. Since Sept., WMRE-1190, WSCR~820, WUFL-1030, WWOK-1280, WKKE- 
1080, WNNK-1400, WYCK-1340, WPMR-960 & WYBG-1050 have been logged and verified. 
My present totals are 6969 heard with 6171 verified. Other recent loggings in- 
clude WONZ-1580, WWWW-1130, WWRX-1120, WJOX-690, WQLE-960, WMRV-1430, WVK2-1240, 
WLVW-960 & WZMC-860, none of which have replied. Also, WWGZ-1530 was logged with 
a strong signal on 1/18 5-5:07PM. After weeks of trying, WIFI-~1460 was logged 
twice on 1/13 6:24-6:40AM on 500 watt PSRA and 7:20-7:38AM on full 5000 watts day 
power, no verie yet. On 1/17, 3 stations were heard alternately in the null of 
local WEST-1400, namely WNNK, WXBX & CKCB, WDNY also put in one appearance. By 
luck, I was able to tape a fine CKBB/CKCB ID at 7PM. This is the first time this 
Station was heard here since they put on a DX program on 11/22/65 when they were 
verified. The new WWJZ-640 was heard as far back as 10/16 and no verie was rece- 
ived from CE Mike Mathieu with whom I talked when I called for an address (Box 81 
Mount Holly, NJ 08060). My visit to the station on 1/26 resulted in a nice v/l 
and CM, a tour of the station, and a 1 3/4 hour talk about radio programming, in- 
fantile station managers and the general moral decline with genial manager John 
S.J. Farina. The station is located behind the CRamer FArm on North Pemberton Rd 
and broadcasts from new, utilitarian studios in a converted cattle barn into a 4 
tower array that protects WSKQ-620 & WIP-610. The 50kw transmitter is currently 
operating at 33000 watts, night operation is from a seperate 1000 watt transmitt- 
er. While the ‘W7JZ'-era music appeals to listeners like myself, advertisers as 
yet are very few, but someone has to pay the operating expenses which include the 
staff and a $6,000/month electric bill. Sister station WMVI-1160 is in Chapter 
11. Nevertheless, WWJZ was the only radio station in the Philadelphia area to 
send a reporter to Somalia. I met him during my visit and the plan is to send 
him back again. In other news, local WAEB-790 has for some time now been hyping 
their increased power, so the CP is in operation. 73 & Good DX to all!

Old problem of poor ratings. While the city of license is now Costa Mesa (Orange 
County), I believe their transmitter are still in Hesperia. The CM shows a wild 
pattern aimed NE/SW. At least I can null them out at night good enough to hear 
CBK, XEWA & the KNAK-TEST on 1/4. I'm glad to learn that KHIL-1250 has returned 
to the air, recently heard u/KTMS/KTIM, now if I can only get them to verify!
